They Are Placed Before Grand Jury 


to Aid In Stamping Out Trade In 
Women—Rockefeller

gent Fund In New York 


New York, Jan. 8.—Following a 


conference of George 1C. Turner, the 
magazine writer, 
District Attorney 


Whitman and John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., 
foreman of the grand jury in- 


vestigating the traffic In women in this 
city, Jumes B. Reynolds left town on 
an extensive investigation. 


It is said that Reynolds has u defi- 


nite line on individuals engaged in the 
trade in Philadelphia, 
Washington, 


Baltimore, Boston, Chicago and other 
cities, and that the authorities of 
those cities will bo asked to co-oper- 
ate with the Now York district attor- 
ney in stumping out the trade. 


Whitman has admitted that Rey- 


nolds was engaged in an investiga- 
tion of the traffic. "What his specific 
lines are, of course, I cannot divulge, 
but no stone" will be left unturned to 
find liow extensive this traffic Is and 
who is behind It," said Whitman. 


Mr. Reynolds has been engaged in 


the investigation for 
weeks, 
it 
is 


learned, and Is 
familiar with 
the 


facts, as Is Turner. He is a member 
of the executive committee ol the Na- 
tional Vigilance association, which is 
also engaged in unearthing the extent 
of; the white slave trade. 


'The association has Investigators at 


•work In this city, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, San Francisco and elsewhere. 


"I 
told Mr. 
Whitman and Mr. 


Rockefeller all I know about the 
trade," said Turner at his home in 
Hastings. 
"As I have said before, my 


Investigation was not as a prosecuting 
attorney, but as a newspaper man and 
u writer, I had specific lines that I 
did not follow up in the course of my 
Investigation. 
I gave these to the 


district attorney as accurately as I 
could recall them. 


.•'There Is no question whatever that 


the trade exists In this country and 
that many people engaged In it are 
reaping large profits. There is no 
doubt of the fact either that It wai en- 
couraged and fostered by the backing 
of, politicians In this city and else- 
where throughout the 
country. It 


would never have grown to the -pro- 
portions that U has If this were not 
«o," 


Mr. 
Turner's 
investigation 
was 


more extensive than Is generally sup- 
posed. He spent months corroborat- 
ing Uie testimony of witnesses to the 
various Investigating committees, and 
when lie wrote his magazine article he 
was mprally certain that every word of 
it was true. 


Xfter listening to the revelations of 


Turner, Rockefeller said he would be 
willing to continue the Inquiry to the 
end, even If he had to sit during the 
February term, and would do every- 
thlnjs In his power to get at the facts 
concerning the evil. 


It Is understood that If there should 


be any shortage in the contingent fund 
In the district attorney's office for the
